stant trouble to all of us." 


Editor Stead of London, who has 


just returned here from his tour of 
France, 
Belgium, Germany, 
Russia, 


Austria, Turkey and Italy, and who 
has seen 
the highest politicians in 


each country and in some cases their 
rulers, said today to a correspondent 
of the Associated Press: 


"The immense majority of Europeans 


are of course absolutely ignorant of 
what has happened. But the Euro- 
peans who read newspapers are able 
to form what may be called public 
opinion in the old world. 
They are 


practically unanimous on the matter. 
Outside of England I have not met a 
single non-American who was not op- 
posed to the expansion of America, 
Nor through my whole tour of Europe 
have I met a European who did not 
receive the prostestations of genuine 
sincerity with which the American 
people entered on war with more or 
less mocking incredulity."

Sunday storm, •with a snowfall of some 
12 inches in Boston, raging in several 
states, and accompanied by a wind blow- 
ing at the rate of SO or 70 miles an hour, 
was the most violent that ever occurred 
in this section of the country in the 
month of November. As a grale, in any 
season of the year, it came with an ace 
of being- a record-maker. 


Boston harbor was swept by big waves 


and the tide was abnormally high. Tho 
list of marine disasters includes thf total 
wrecking of four schooners and 
five 


barg-es, tihe sinking o? two schooners and. 
one stone s'cop and the running: aground 
of 10 schooners, four barges, the ocean 
tug Tar.iaqua, the steamer John J. Hill 
arx3 the \Vilson ocean liner Ohio. 


Twenty lives are undoubtedly lost; 


more men have probably met death. 
These accidents vere nearly all right 
here at home. 


Nobody knows what tales of destruc- 


tion and death the telegraph may bring 
from all along the coast of New Eng- 
land. 


Tidewater rolled over the wharves of 


this city and damaged goods in ware- 
houses. The kitchens of the residences 
on the river side of Beacon street were 
flooded. The drawtenders' houses on 
the bridges were invaded and the fires 
under their boilers barely escaped being 
extinguishes. 


Trains north, east, south and west 


werp nearly all stalled early in the night, 
although one tralu from Bangor reached 
Lynn yesterday noon, and two Chicago 
trains came into the city last evening. 


In cities and towns dependent upon 


electric car service was even worse, (of 
the damp anow packed hard on the rails 
and held up even the heavy snow 
ploughs. The service in this city was 
probably the best of any of the sur- 
rounding communities, yet even here 
there was no attempt made to run more 
than a dozen cars on Washington street, 
and tms or two others of the main 
thoroughfares. 


The storm, while not so severe and far- 


reaching in its effects as the fearful 
blizzard of last February, was, never- 
theless, the heaviest experienced in No- 
vember in this part of the country for a 
long series of years. Coming on Sunday 
it did not, of course, cause the annoy- 
ance or Inconvenience as would have been 
the case of a week day, and most of the 
transportation companies made a heroic 
effort to at least particularly recover 
from the effects of the blockade. 


The storm was a combination of two 


disturbances, one ^\hich came over th? 
lakes Sunday and another that formf-d 
off the Florida coast Saturday morninor- 
The two united off the Jersey coast 
some time in the afternoon and, moving 
northeast, the disturbance was centra) 
somewhere near 
Nantucket about £ 


o'clock Saturday night. The storm cen- 
ter deepened considerably as it moved 
and the resultant winds rushed down into 
the vortex with fearful rapidity. With 
the storm center off the southeastern 
coast, (he greater part of New England 
was swept by a northeast gale which m 
some places reached the velocity of 60 
miles an hour. For nearly 24 hours the 
sttorm center hung over Nantucket with 
a gigantic bank of atmosphere to the 
northwest that fed it constantly with 
cold air, while on the other side of the 
center the storm blew up the warm cur- 
rents from the south which, ladened with 
moisture, gave sufficient fuel for the 
heaviest kind of a snowfall. 


Night trains over the Shore Line to 


New York reached Providence with only 
u. few minutes' delay but beyond that 
point they met terrific drifts, and it was 
morning before either of the two regular 
trains reached New London. Hero they 
were stalled nearly all day by freight 
VTf'i-R on the road between that point 
«nd New Haven. Among the passengers 
and New Haven. 


The worst misfortune suffered by the 


Boston and Maine railroad was the 
washing out of nearly a half mile of its 
double trark across North river, between 
Salem and Beverly, The midnight tide 
made some Inroads onto the embank- 
ment, hut the road was in fairly good 
chape BO that the trains from Bangv>r 
passed over it yesterday morning only 
18 minutes late. It waa the noon tld'e 
that did the damage, and the heavy 
northeast gale dashed the waves onto 
the track and the gravel embankment 
rapidly succumbed. The road used every 
endeavor to fill up the gap, bringing 
gravel from as far away as Hampton, 
N. H., and by night the east bound track 
waa declared safe for trains, while the 
westbound will not be in condition for 
traffic until some time today.

"Open Door" Policy Will Not Take an 


Important Position lii Congress. 


Will Await Final Disposition 


of the Philippines. 


The Matter Completely 
Misunderstood by 


Foreign Newspapers.

Washington, Nov. 28.—Administration 


officers do >iot expect that the so-caller] 
"open door" policy will taka an important 
position in the dlscuss;ons of the com- 
ing session of congress, but believe de- 
bate on this matter will await final dis- ' 
position of the Philippines. A prominent I 
oilicial said yesterday: 


"The phrase 'open door' la of limited 


application and has been ua«d only -with i 
reference to the possessions of European j 
powers on the east coast of Asia, Orig- 
inating in the treaty or 'open' ports of 
China and Japan, the \vords have been 
extended to cover porte which China has 
Teased or surrendered to foreign powers. 
The phrase means that in such ports the 
alien government has in fact imposed 
no discriminations in tariff or navigation 
charges against imports or vessels of 
other countries, but has treated them on 
the same plane as its own imports and its 
own vessels. In other words foreign 
powers holding Chinese ports by seizure, 
or treaty, have merely announced that 
they will keep open such ports, in the 
eame manner that China has opened cer- 
tain free ports to the commerce o£ na- 
tions, without discrimination or favor. 
The open door policy has been politically 
obligatory as the reverse policy would 
be in direct hostility to the purpose of 
civilized nations, steadily pursued for 
years and concurred in by China of open- 
ing the Asiatic trade to commerce. 


"The phrase 'open door' has no pertin- 


ence to the western hemisphere and no 
revelanry to the West Indie*. The mat- 
ter has been completely misunderstood 
by foreign newspapers giving the phrase 
an application to this continent. The 
United States restricts trade between 
ports to American vessels precisely as 
the dominion of Canada restricts trade 
between Canadian ports to British ves- 
sels. Tinder the British law/any nation 
which elects to allow British vessels to 
engage in its coasting trade can obtain 
the privilege of entering th« coast trade 
of Canada. The United States has never 
availed Itself of this opportunity holding 
that the provision to be granted is very 
much more valuable than the privilege 
to be obtained. 


The restriction of trade between the 


United States and Porto Rico to Amerl- 
ean vessels is based on the policy which 
the United States has always followed 
under all'administrations, a fact over- 
looked by the European press. There 
eeems to be no disposition here to change 
this policy in this sphere from the mere 
fact tlhat by the possession of the Philip- 
pines the United States might determine 
whether it will follow the open door 
policy of other nations, with possessions 
by seizure or concessions on the east 
coast of Asia. Commercially the re- 
storation of the trade between the United 
States and Porto Rico is of relatively 
little moment, as the direct commerce 
Is very small and IB absorbed by Ameri- 
can and Canadian vessels. The value of i 
Porto RIoo is as a fulcrum for the de- 
velopment of American commerce In the 
West Indies."

via the Grand Trunk; the Flint and Pera 
Marquetto and the car ferries on Lake 
Michigan; the Pennsylvania and the Cen- 
tral of New .Jersey, making through con- 
nections via the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing and the Baltimore and Ohio. 


These lines radiate to every section of 


the United States excepting New Eng- 
land, and communication between tho site 
of the proposed consolidated oity and that 
region even is more direct than from al- 
most any other part of the country. At 
the same time it should be noted that tho 
ocean shipping facilities of the new town 
need not be second even, to New York's, 
for all the terminals mentioned above, 
though located inside the new city's lim- 
its, are also situated on the western shores 
of New York harbor. Nothing indeed 
seems to bo needed to compass the sudden 
creation of a city exceeded in size only by 
New York, Chicago and Philadelphia ex- 
cepting the proper public spirit, and thli 
is certain to come with tha lapse of time, 


When it does come. New York ia sure to 


bo vastly more interested in the project 
than she now is, eince the new city is 
bound to bo her strongest and most active 
rival in many ways. 


V«.rion» Scheme*. 


Although much has been printed about 


the carrying out of this vast scheme and 
lome public meetings have been held, 
nothing really practical has yet been done. 


The scheme that ia attracting most at- 


tention just now is being engineered in 
Newark. It is essentially a plan for the 
creation of a greater Newark, and its car- 
rying out would rcault in a city of not 
more than 400,000 inhabitants, etnce Jer- 
sey City, Hoboken and somo other consid- 
erable towns would not bo included. Nor 
does it seem likely, in view of tho dislike 
evinced for the greater Newark plan by n 
number of tho smaller municipalities, 
that this plan will be realized In tho near 
future, though it is moro than likely to 
take tangible form some time in advance 
of tho greater one and to serve, in fact, as 
an important step in the direotion of tho 
oltimate binding together of all tho vast' 
Interests In thoonttro region. 


There is also n scheme on foot to con- 


solidate Jersey Oity, Hoboken and other 
towns in Hudson county. Should tho 
greatest of the three schemes be realized, 
and should tho mammoth new city of Jer-> 
sey bf finally merged with Now York, 
then America could boast for ninny a dec-' 
ade of the greateit city on the globe.

ENTIKELY DIFFERENT CASES. 


There is absolutely no sense nor co- 


gency in the statement that John Par- 
ker has as much political right to dis- 
regard the expressed wish of the re- 
publican caucuses of 1898 and run for 
mayor on some other ticket as H. T. 
Cady had to accept a democratic nomi- 
nation in 1897 after Mr. Hunter, the re- 
publican 
candidate, had 
been de- 


feated in the "republican" caucuses. 
The cases differ entirely in character. 


As every candid and well informed 


man will admit, Mr. Hunter was defeat- 
ed in last year's caucuses by democrats 
•who flooded the republican primaries 
in certais wards. Mr. Hunter clearly 
had a pronounced majority of the re- 
publican votes and the republicans did 
Just right to step out and beat Mr. 
Hamer who was named by reason of 
democratic interference. 


The same democratic control of re- 


publican caucuses was attempted last 
week in the interests of Mr. Parker, 
but it failed except in ward 1. Had it 
been successful the republicans would 
again have been perfectly justified in 
repudiating the action of the caucuses 
and stepping out and again beating the 
unholy alliance of pseudo-republicana 
and democrats out of their boots.

He saya 
that his soldiers who have suffered the 
hardships and endured the privations 
of the insurrection for three years, are 
now in want for common food And rai- 
ment, but they do not look for assist- i 
ance from the United States. They ' 
will suffer to the end buoyed up by the , 
hope that when peace is fully realized 
they will secure, their rewards in con- 
tentment and prosperity which have 
been strangers to their lives under 
Spanish 
domination. 
They 
expect 


nothing; they ask nothing for them- 
selves. 


But for the non-combatants and the 


women and children who have been de- 
prived of their means of support by 
the insurrection and by the invasion of 
the Americans, they appeal 
to the 


benevolence and generosity 
of the 


American people. What these sufferers 
need is food. They have nothing to 
eat. Failure of crops, deprivation of , 
the privilege of tilling their lands, the 
besom of the war god, and the fear to 
engage In their usual occupations have 
robbed them of food. Their condition 
Is more pitiable than was the condi- 
tion of the re-concentrados and th^y 
•re dying by scores from starvation.

only males between the agea of 1 and S 
years might be killed so that the supply 
should not become exhausted. It was 
estimated that with this limitation the 
supply would last for many years—the 
increase probably amounting to half the 
number killed yearly, but the estimate 
was incorrect, or too many have been 
killed, for the supply is rapidly dimin- 
ishing, and there is not more than half 
a million marketable seals in the Alas- 
kan waters. In addition the poachers 
take a greet many, which was not fig- 
ured on in the official estimate. True, 
the government endeavors to put a stop 
to this seal pirating, but the bnccaneeis 
generally manage to escape the revenue 
cutters. At this rate of decrease the 
supply will become exhausted in a very 
few years. Seals of the fur bearing 
species are not found elsewhere in this 
country, or, if found at all, they are in 
such limited fields as to be invaluable 
to commerce; hence the necessity of 
preserving the supply. Fur bearing seals 
are found in email numbers off tbo 
coast of California, but they are from 
the Alaskan rookeries—the animals 
merely being on a prospecting tour. 


The seals prefer the Alaskan rooker- 


ies because those islands are rugged, 
steep and almost inaccessible to seal 
hunters. The seals seem to have learned 
this from experience with the Russians, 
who had been bunting them for nearly 
a century before the United States 
bought the islands. The tradition was 
no donbt handed down, for the instinct; 
of danger is ns strong in animals as in 
human beings, perhaps. They roost in 
these rocky cliffs in droves numbering 
hundreds, constantly biting and fight- 
ing for position, as in the human world. 
Those that cannot get a foothold tin the 
rookery have to content themselves with 
a less preferred position out on the 
beach, where they are more liable to an 
attack from the hunters, and, besides, 
the seal prefers a rocky foundation, 
where be can slide around with enre. 
When lying upon the beach, the hnntor 
gets between the sea) and the water and 
their capture is easy. The seal can 
Walk, climb and run, after a fashion, 
•s well as swim. At night they leave 
their rookeries and swim out into the 
shallow water. 1'bey soon roar and bel- 
low themselves to sleep, and in the 
meantime the hunters, by a circuitous 
route, have placed the seals between 
themselves and the shore. Than they 
(the hunters) will begin to shout, hoot 
and fire pistols in the air. The seals are 
easily stampeded, and they at once 
make for the shore in the opposite direc- 
tion from the noise. When they have 
waded out upon the beach, the seals uro 
surrounded, aud the hunters prod thonj 
into line and march them to the "kill- 
ing grounds" near by. Here the burners 
•gain use tbeir steel prods and form the 
seals iiito line, as the Spaniards do tlKir 
prisoners condemned to be shot, 'ihe 
seal executioner DECS a sharp edged club, 
striking the animal on the back of tbo 
head, generally killing it with one 
blow. 
When the blow is not effective, 


the roar of the animal is pitiful, almost 
human in tone, and one that would 
move almost any human being to sympa- 
thy—save the callous executioner. The 
blow is struck upou Ibe bend and a club 
Used because a kuife or bullet would 
impair the value of the ekin. The small 
boles found in the skin where these ani- 
mals have bit each other in tbeir dis- 
pute* are carefully sewed up, for the 
smallest abrasion lessens the value. In 
•having the skins to, the commercial 
thinnest* abrasions are made, nnd (heir 
value is decreased in proportion to the , 
damag«

PARKER WILL NOT RUN 


Statement Made By One 


Who Should Know This 


Morning. 


ONLY TWO CANDIDATES TO RUN 


Mayor Cady Against Some Democrat 


As Yet Unchosen. Mr. Whitney's 


Chances Strengthening. Pros- 


pects of the Campaign. 


The point of chief interest in the 


municipal campaign since the repub- 
lican caucuses has been the question 
as to whether John Park&r would run 
lor mayor on independent nomination 
papers. It was believed at first that 
Mr. Parker would do so, although he 
himself would not talk at all on the 
subject. 


It waa definitely stated this morn- 


ing:, however, that Mr. Parker would 
nut run. This was given out by one of 
Mr. Parker's supporters, and is re- 
garded as authoritative. It is as defi- 
nite knowledge as can be had until 
the conventions are over, as Mr. Par- 
ker will say nothing himself till after 
that time. 


This announcement was received 


with pleasure by those who heard it, 
as it is regarded as the best thing 
possible for the republican party. While 
Mr. Piu-ker and his advisors were 
doubtful at first as to what course to 
puruse, they have seen the sentiment 
of the city come round to Mr. Cady 
even more strongly since the caucuses 
insured him a triumphant nomination. 
It is also regarded as a wise course 


for Mr. Parker to take. If he had 
taken out nomination papers, his sup- 
port would have come from the demo- 
crats almost as much as from the re- 
publicans, and he would 
have 
put 


himself in a bad position for exerting 
future influence. In deciding not to 
oppose Mayor Cady, he is fulfilling bis 
promis made some time ago that he 
would abide by the vote of his party. 


The mayorality situation will there- 


fore be one where Mr. Cady will be op- 
posed by some straight democrat, but 
the choice of that one man seems to be 
about as far off as ever. Mr. Whitney's 
name seems to have been taken up with 
more vigor during the past day or so, 
and it seems very much as though he 
would give Dr. Curran a better run in 
the convention than was expected, un- 
less a settlement is reached before, or 
a third man captures the delegates at 
tho last minute. 


The democrats are counting on a good 


deal of Parker's support, and hoping 
that even though he himself supports 
Cady, he would not use his influence 
with his workers to have them follow 
him. But it is believed that Mr. Park- 
er will use his best efforts to strengthen 
himself by doing what he can for Cady.

For two weeks they have 
been in circulation, but during the last 
two or three days their number has in- 
creased rapidly. The poilce have been 
notified, and are working on the case, 
but have not succeeded in landing the 
"shovers." 
It is believed, however, 


that the work was done In some other 
place, and that the quarters were 
brought here and sold in big quantities. 


The counterfeit quarters is a re- 


markable piece of work for its excel- 
lence. It has the color, weight, and 
almost the exact ring of a real quarter, 
and the stamping is very exact. The 
chief defect is in the milling, which in 
many cases Is not good, although in 
some samples it is almost equal to the 
real. It is made of a composition 
chiefly composed of lead and alum- 
niurn, the latter giving it the color and 
ring, and the lead giving it weight. 
Apparently it has no coating of silver 
or at the best a very thin one. Acid 
effects it, and u breaks very easily. 


Since the first pieces were discovered 


about two weeks ago, the number has 
increased so rapidly that it is evident 
several are working the stuff off. Mer- 
chants have been heavy losers, and 
every effort is being made to locate 
the source of tne money. 


The method of their circulation re- 


sembles that which put out a great 
number of 10-cent pieces about a 
year ago, but the number of quarters 
is greatly in excess of the number of 
dimes out then. 


House Burned in the Snow, 


A tenement house belonging to Mrs1. 


Frank Cassidy of Maple Grove in 
Adams was totally destroyed by fire 
this morning. The alram was turned 
in at 3 o'clock this morning from box 
52, and as a detail of the Alerts had 
stayed at the house of the department, 
on account of the storm, the apparatus 
responded quickly.

spangled capotes for evening wear are 
pretty. They have angel wings, bows 
or set ornaments made of lace and set 
to the bonnet and then covered with 
spangles.

the greatest objects of the organization 
has been the Improvement of our roads, 
and in the past the league has spent at 
least $200,000 in printing anrl dissfmi- 
ttating literature bearing on this 
sub- 


ject and In other ways trying to Im- 
prove the condition of our highways. 
That most of the work done in this 
direction in recent years throughout 
the country is in a great measure due 
to its efforts every one will admit. 


The officials recognize, however, that 


notwithstanding all their work the re- 
sults attained do not compensate for 


ed by the streaks of rooted soil which 
in so many parts oC our country are now 
called 'roadways.' 


"The right to make a cycle path along 


the public road, while properly the sub- 
ject of statutory regulation, rests upon 
the ground of neither privilege nor con- 
cession. The willingness of cyclists to 
undertake this work and in most cases 
to pay for it springs from a purely 
emergent condition, brought about by 
the swift growth of cycling and the 
sluggish conception of the 
average 


American statesman. It Is the funda- 
mental right of every person to travel 
the public highway by his own selected 


the money and labor expended. In the mode of conveyance, and whenever a 


great measure to recoup the member- 
ship. The building of cycle paths will 
be one of the principal departments, and 
wherever the co-operation of farmers 
or local authorities cannot be secured 
for the construction of good roads ef- 
forts will be made to have these substi- 
tutes.

Finding these efforts in many cases 


Ineffectual and sometimes even antago- 
n'zed by misguided opposition, it has 
been decided in future to advocate and 
build cycle paths. Because many peo- 
ple are blind to the usefulness of good 
roads there Is no reason, it is argued, 
why bicyclists should on that account 
suffer. "Good roads for all" Is still the 
ultimate end of the league's work, but 
cycle paths will be substituted as an 
auxiliary to the greater cause. 


Mr. Potter, in furtherance of this 


move, has published a volume for the 
L. A. W. Good Roads Library entitled 
"Cycle Paths," in which he defends the 
change in front as follows: 


"Every cycle path is a protest against 


bad roads, a sort of public notice that 
the public wagon ways are unfit for 
public travel, a wit sharpener to every 
highway officer who has seven holes in 
his head, and a splendid example of the 
charming relations which the wheel and 
the roadway may be made to sustain to 
each other. It is a declaration of inde- 
pendence which for the time being lifts 
the bicycle out of the mud and puts the 
wheelman on a firmer ground of argu- 
ment for good roads, takes from his 
critics the charge that the cyclist's war- 
Care is a selfish one, and supplies to ev- 
ery traveler an impressive exhibition of 
the value of a good wheelway. 


"I believe also that the general inter- 
wte of cycling will b« best promoted in 


two-thirds of all the wheeled carriages 
used upon the country roads an obli- 
gation is clearly imposed upon highway 
officers to maintain these roads in a 
condition fit for the passage of all vehi- 
cles in common use. It is true that a 
general ignorance of this fact has laid 
hold upon the public mind and that the 
average highway officer cannot recon- 
cile new conditions with his fixed no- 
tions of ofTicivl duty, but these facts, 
whiie they supply a test for the patient 
cyclist who builds his own road and 
battles for good wagon roads at the 
same time, betray a violation of equity 
whlfh ought to stop. The bicycle has 
added wealth to the country and has 
become a strong factor in its social and 
commercial growth. In hundreds of 
communities the cyclists include large 
taxpayers, who pay heavily to maintain 
a wasteful system of mere mud ways, 
and whose every effort for improve- 
ment is opposed by the 'old settler,' 
who insists that the road is good 
enouirh."

America is not as a rule very ap- 


preciative of home talent. This is large- 
ly duu to the fact that so tar as the

s true a,lso as to musical matters. ' 
There would be no disadvantage to 


[he performer in all this if it \vere pos- 
sible for any one to come into this city 
and win recognition on his or her mer- 
its, but that is not possible, except in 
instances BO rare as merely -to furnish 
the exceptions to prove the general rule. 
The critics here seem to imagine that 
nothing good can come out of. tha west. 
If you are not a New Yorker, you can- 
not be a good artist, or at least they 
will not admit that you are until after 
you shall have' gone through a metro- 
politan apprenticeship equal to your 
total term' of service on -the stage. 


The average New York critic does not 


pretend to keep posted as to the names 
ahJ doings of the members of those 
road companies which never visit New 
York. Their failure to do this-is not 
due to any. desire to be. unfair, but 
merely _to the asinine delusion under 
which they labor that no performer 
who does not come to New York once 
in awhile can amount to very much. 
A few years ago, when "Chlmmie Fad- 
den" was produced at the Garden the- 
ater here, the role of Mrs. Murphy was 
intrusted to Marie Bates, one of the 
best character actr&sies ,in this coun- 
try. ' The next morning, in his review 
of the piece, a man who is by his own 
admission one of the most competent 
critics in America called attention to 
the fact that Mrs. Bates was certain to 
make a name for herself. If the mis- 
guided mortal had been as well posted 
on theatrical affairs as he should have 
been, he would have known that Marie 
Bates is .a- favorite in almost every city 
of the United State* - - 


Ellen Beach Yaw, whose voice is said

Those weather prophets who have 


been predicting a "long, hard winter" 
are now in a delirium of Joy at the 
early promise that their words will 
prove true. But their neighbors wish 
that these hilarious prophets would 
come around and shovel.off sidewalks 
and stoke furnaces for the ne'ghbor- 
hood to pay for bringing on such evil 
times. Winter, which made its official 
arrival on Thanksgiving day, clinched 
its hold on the community Sunday, and 
from present appearances, seems good 
for four solid months of it 


North Adams was a very lonely 


place Sunday. The lack of Sunday 
newspapers was the feature which was 
most distressing to the average per- 
son. All day long people besieged the 
news stores, but there was nothing to 
be secured. Not a Boston or Springfield 
paper reached the city till late at night. 
The only New York papers to arrive 
were a few Hero Ids, which left New 
York earlier than the others. These 
were 
quickly 
snatched 
from, the 


counters and newsboys, and were, soon 
at a premium- Several small specu- 
lators seized the opportunity, and after 
gathering in a few copies disposed of 
them easily at an advanced 
price. 


There waa very little i*>mmunication 
with the outside world. The Pitchburg 
brought in its first train from the east 
about 10 o'clock at night. The Boston 
& Albany ran its trains better, and 
the street railway company was very 
successful in keeping Its tracks open 
till late in the afternoon. 


The storm began Saturday night, 


and quickly assumed the proportions of 
a blizzard. Sunday morning the city 
was a whirling, blinding mass of drift- 
ing snow, and all day long it grew 
steadily worse. Not till late in the 
evening did the wind die down enough 
to" permit people to find out what was 
left of the city. Like all big winter 
storms for the last 10 years, It was "the 
biggest since the blizzard of 1888" and 
while that is almost an exaggeration 
as far as this locality is concerned, the 
fact that it came as early in the sea- 
son as that of ISSS'd'id late, makes the 
two stand out conspicuously together. 


It was impossible to tell just how 


much snow fell, because the drifting 
was so bad that what did fall was 
piled up together, leaving some places 
almost bare, while in others there was 
six or eight feet of it. 
As far as 


measurements'' were concerned, 
the 


storm was not so severe as a number 
in the last ten years, but the wind put 
it in the front rank. At one time It was 
Impossible to &ee more than a few feet 
ahead through the blinding snow. 


The street car men had a hard day of 


it, but have reason to congratulate 
themselves on their success. Cars ran 
on all the lines until the middle of the 
afternoon and were kept on something 
like schedule time until noon. About 4 
o'clock the through cars were forced 
to stop, and by evening the snow plow 
was the only thing on the road. A 
large gang of men was put on early to- 
day and by the middle of this forenoon 
the Adams line was open. The Wil- 
liamstown cars were able to get only 
to Blackinton this forenoon, but it 
was 
expected 
they 
would 
reach 


Wi.liamstown 
today. 
Much 
of 


the 
work 
had to be done with 


shovels, and on the Adams line were 
some' iong drifts frilly 10 feet deep. 


The telephone and" telegraph com- 


panies had little trouble locally with 
their wires, but long distance telephone 
and telegraph to Boston was hindered 
somewhat. By this morning the Fitch- 
burg had all its trains running, and the 
delayed Springfield and Boston papers 
reached here lat'e'S'u'nday night. The 
Springfield papers had spent the day 
in Greenfle.u.. Trains from the west 
were nearly on time, but from the east 
all were very late. 


Men were put at work this morning 


on the city streets, cutting down the 
worst places. The country roads are 
in bad shape, and njilkmen had a bad 
time this morning. 


The wind continued today, 
drifting 


the snow again in places that had been 
cut through, and keeping the trans- 
portation lines still busy.

Alleged Bigamist and Abductor Waiting 


Cheerfully to Face the Music. 


It is expected that Joseph T. Lamm, 


now waiting in Bennington jail, will 
have his preliminary hearing this week. 
He will plead not guilty and a bitter 
flght will be put up before he allows 
himself to be held for the grand Jury 
on such serious charges. 
Judge La- 


throp, one of 
the 
best 
lawyers in 


Springfield, and C. H. Masoe of Ben- 
nington are retained for the defense. 


Lamm has taken his confinement 


cheerfully, and expresses great confi- 
dence that he will be acquitted. The 
sympathies of the majority of the peo- 
ple in Bennington, and also here and 
in Williamstown, where the case has 
excited much interest, are with Miss 
Larkin, the victim of the "adventurer," 
although 
many think 
she was old 


enough to know better than to get 
into such a scrape. The developments 
in tho case will be followed closely, 
as they are of considerable legal sig- 
nificance. 


The prisoner has shown more wil- 


lingness to talk about his case than 
he did at first. He does not deny the 
three former marriages before he took 
Miss M. Jennie Larkin of Bennington 
for the fourth. He will undertake to 
show that there was no legal objection 
to his wedding her, although the last 
divorce was granted only 10 days be- 
fore the marriage ceremony was per- 
formed with the fourth woman. 


The prosecution claims that a clause 


in one of the divorces, forbidding him 
to marry while the woman from whom 
he was divorced should live, consti- 
tuted bigamy. 
The prosecution also 


claims that under an old law in Ver- 
mont his getting Miss Larkin to meet 
him at Hoosick Falls, by giving false 
pretenses as to his wealth, etc., makes 
a clear case of abduction. 


In connection with the case an in- 


teresting story is told of Miss Larkin's 
anxiety in regard to the nature of the 
marriage ceremony. A. E. Hall, who 
performed the ceremony, is both a 
justice of the peace and a minister, and 
is therefore entitled to a choice of the 
church ritual or formal legal ceremony. 
Miss Larkin was apparently some- 
what in doubt as to the comparative 
merits of the two, for she is reported 
to have asked -nhich was the more 
binding.
